REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicant argues that the combination of Ramsden, Ramakrishnan, and Yu, does not indicate that the EoS device executes 
the control packet frames differently based on whether the user deivce supports full or half duplex communication. The examiner 
disagrees: First the examiner would like to note the claim recites optional claim limitations. Both Ramakrishnan and Yu seem to 
suggest that the flow control packet get sent to the user device in the situation where the user device operates in full duplex 
mode (See Ramakrishnan Col. 9, lines 45 - 55; see also Yu Col. 43, lines 1-2 . Yu additional signals that if the user device is 
operating in half-duplex mode, then flow control is signaled in the form of backpressure (Col. 42, lines 3-4; lines 24 - 33). So 
clearly the combination teaches an embodiment where both user devices operate in full duplex and the flow control gets passe to 
those user devices. The combination also teaches, while not required from the optional claim limtation that when the flow control 
is an attempt to reduce the flow control packet it is sent to the user device in the form of backpressure..
